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1) The examiner withdraws 101 rejection of claims 1 and 17. 

2) Amedment to claim 22 wouldover come 101 rejection if submitted in separate amendment. 

3) Applicant argues that Mankovltz doesn't disclose "radio station name". The Examiner respectfully disagrees. However Anttila disclose 
radio station name (pargraph 80, Anttila teach that broadcast station 710 broadcasts FM radio under the station name 

"ZOOM FM." ). 

4) Applicant argues that Anttila doesn't disclose "receiving a search criterion". The Examiner respectfully disagrees. Anttila disclose 
receiving a search criterion (paragraph 35, Mankovitz teach a mobile device that is capable of receiving radio station broadcasts while 
simultaneously communicating with a data network and the processor #26 tunes #52 the radio tuner #28 to the frequency parameter #42 for 

bookmark one #36 for receiving the associated radio station broadcast). 

5) Applicant argues that Anttila doesn't disclose "supplementary information matches said search criterion". The Examiner respectfully 
disagrees. Anttila disclose supplementary information matches said search criterion (a radio tuner #28, see figure 1) (paragraph 10, Anttila 
teach media broadcast tuning on mobile devices capable of receiving analog and digital communications and the supplemental broadcast 
information enables automatic radio tuning features).
